Summary of Record of Interview Requirements 

Manual of Patent Examining Procedure (IVIPEP), Section 713.04, Substance of Interview Must be Made of Record 

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone Interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview. 

Title 37 Code of Federal Regulations (CFR) § 1.133 Interviews 

Paragraph (b) 

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the Interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.111, 1.135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted In writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office Is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt. 



The action of the Patent and Trademark Office cannot be based exclusively on the written record in the Office if that record is itself 
incomplete througfi the failure to record the substance of interviews.

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Written Description Rejection: The examiner explained the position 
that a desciption of laminin alpha4-specdific mRNA encoding a functional laminin alpha 4 subunit was not adequately 
described. The examiner pointed to the broad language in the specification which encompasses splice variants, 
mutations etc which were not described. The examiner also posed the question of what function the "functional laminin 
alpha 4 subunit" must have. The examiner had indicated in the enablement rejection that addition of a SEQ ID NO: 
would be enabled. It is the examiners understanding that to bring in a Genbank Accession Number into the 
specificaiton/claims, a declaration would be appropriate to establish that at the time of invention the Genbank 
Accession Number was a particular sequence, amend the Sequence listings and specification. 

Enablement Rejection: The examiner acknowledges the data supports applicants position for the Genbank Accession 
number detection for brain cancer. With respect to the declaration and breast cancer, following applicant's discussion, 
there does not appear to be any evidence that "overexpression" is present in breast cancer. The Table 1 is directed to 
mere expression. Applicant's position may be enhanced by a declaration showing data (for example, blots) of laminin 
alpha 4 expression in the four different histological diagnosis. With respect to the issue of enablement over all cancers, 
the applicant indicated that she had sampled 3 tumors from noninvasive carcinoma which did not show any alpha4 
expression. The examiner encouraged the applicant to present all the data available with respect to additional cancers 
so a balancing of the data and the enablement issue may be made. The examiner also encouraged applicant to 
present any of the postfiling date art, including the Finish study which came out yesterday, for consideration. 

The applicant indicated they may wish to file additional papers prior to a subsequent action by the Examiner. The 
examiner indicated that if the papers were filed by August 1 , 2004, the papers/declaration would be considered. 
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
